GRADUALLY TAKING

Nearly 20, 000,0¢ 000 Acres of 
Prairies tn Crop This Year 
He States, 


Winnipeg, June 27,—George Bury, 
vice-president in charge of the west- 
erp lines of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, returned this evening from a 
very extended trip through the west. 

He went out via southern Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan through southern 
Alberta and the Kootenays, spent some 
time on the coast and returned via 
Calgary, Saskatoon, Regina and York- 
ton, going over all the new lines un- 
der construction, 

When asked about the crops he said: 
“Tt must be remembered that this year 
there 1s one and three-quarters million 
more acres sown In grain in Manitoba, 
saskatchewen and Alberta this year 
than last, making a total crop acreage 
of almost 21,000,000 acres. 

From close observation and Inquiry 
from the company’s agents and the 
many farmers he came In contact with, 
he has no hesitation in saying that the 
country as a whole js making excel- 
lent progress and. with average 
weather conditions the largest amount 
of grain ever harvested Js In sight. 

Speaking of the damage reports, 
which, as @ matter of fact, are heard 
every year, he said that in such a 
larve area it would appear that there 
are always some localities where the 
yleld ts interfered with from some 
cause or other but it may be assumed 
that all over the country where grain 
hos been successfully grown previous- 
ly, fine ylelds are promised In every 
Instance where proper farming meth- 
ods have been employed. 

In British Columbia it is alleged they 
have about solyed the method of treat- 
Ing low grade ores. Of this there are 
rast quantities in the West Kootenay 
ind the mining experts say with reas 
fon that this solution will have a great 
fmpetus in that part of tne country, 

On the coast all eyes are turned to 
wards the prairies, expecting the crops

Mr. Bury sald that mixed farming 
appeared to be taking hold in a won- 
derful manner and was making great- 
rr headway than in the same period in 
any other part of the American contl- 
nent. While on this subject he stated 
that he had visited the place of one of 
the largest farmers in Saskatchewan, 
a man who had made great strides 
from purely grain to mixed farming in 
the last two years and was glad to find 
that the question of cheap, sultable 
farm buildings had been” met 


fatisfactorily By the aid of some posts 
t fence wire and blowing straw over 
this frame he had made places at the 
expenditure of a few dollars in which 
he stored grain successfully and had 
also made suitable places where he had 
wintered a large nmimber of pigs be- 
tides building a suitable stable for 
horses. This would appear to solve the 
question of supplying cheap storage 
for wraln on the farm within the reach 
of the very poorest and when generally 
adopted will prevent the dumping of 
groin on the market in a flood with its 
consequent reduction in price, He in- 
tends to have plans of such structures 
rent to the varlous agricultural col- 
leces where they may be supplied to 


those desiring them. He was afraid

The annual report of the department 
of public works for Alberta is now in 
the hands of the printer and will be 


issued shortly. The summary of the 


work of the department prepared by 
John Stocks, deputy minister of public 
works, contains the following: 

“The work of the department was 
carried on throughout the year with- 
out serious interruption of any kind 
and satisfactory progress was made in 
all branches of the work. 

“In the highways branch the bridge 
construction crews were employed to 
good advantage, While the total num- 
ber of bridges dealt with during the 
year was somewhat smaller tan tn 
1912, there were several important 
permanent structures completed which 
more than made up for any diminution 
{n numbers. In all there were 440 
bridges dealt with of which 98 were re- 
patred, 26 steel bridges and 816 wooden 
bridges were constructed, 

Demand for Bridges 

“In the construction of small bridges 
the department cannot keep pace with 
the demands of the country. While 
the need for this class of work is so 
great in the newer settled districts, the 
necessity for large and permanent 
structures in the settled portions of 
the province are so pressing, that the 
maintenance of smaller bridges and 
eventually thelr reconstruction will 
soon have to be provided for by the 
local improvement and municipal or- 
ranizations, 

“There were 11 new ferries built and 
Installed during 1913, In addition to 
these there were six new ferry scows 
bullt to replace those that were worn 
out. 

“There were 60 ferries In the prov 
{nce at the end of 1918 as compared 
with 49 at the end of 1932. 

Road Construction 

“A large amount of trunk road work 
was carried on during the year, and 
a large arnount of work was done on 
roads other than trunk roads. 

“In view of the fact that the prov- 
ince fa just now being settled and that 
the settlement and opening up of the 
country must extend over a period of 
years, the policy of the government 
has been to open up, as far as circum- 
stances would permit, passable roads 
whereon communities could reach their 
nearest town or railway station, It 
was belleved that the settler would be 
able to find a way to reach his near- 
est road and that as the country was 
brought under cultivation and the 
farms become more productive, the 
people would be perfectly wiliing to

than the surrounding country would 
support. Had this policy, which has 
heen consistently preserved, been fol- 
lowed enrlier, there would not be the 
disappointment that !s found in some 
places at the present, and for which 
every cause but the right one is 
blamed, 

Mr. Bury was quite ready to discuss 
conditions In the west. “I wish,"’ he 
said, “to emphasize more than ever 
my firm conviction that until there is 
a better adjustment of urban and rural 
population in this country there will 
continue to be a lack of adjustment of 
the financial and commercial business. 
By this I mean that cities and towns 
must stop doing so much to attract 
people to the centers unt!l they have 
more people on the land. It is all right 
enough for the cities to wish to grow, 
but how In the world are we going to 
sustain them unless there Is suffictent 

population surrounding them? 

“or years past boards of trade and 
clty councils made all possible efforts 
and extended efforts to secure indus- 
tries, spending time and money hiring 
experts to advertise their city and to 
personally lay before prospective men 
figures, the many merits of location, 
cheap power and many other of the 
laurels and advantages. I have no 
statistics to show just what results can 
be traced to these efforts, but I do 
know that there are many disappointed 
Fabs and towns. Now that it is pretty 
well established that there must be 
leomething besides attracive advertis-

“The most important public works, 
apart from bridges and roads, carried 
on during the year were the comple- 
tion of the parliament buildings and 
the erection of the government house 
at Edmonton, the Land Titles building 
at Edmonton and agricultural schools 
at Olds, Claresholm and Vermilion, 

“The work in the surveys branch 
showed a considerable increase over 
previous years. 

New Mines Act 

“he Mines act, as prepared by the 
commission appointed in 1912, and 
passed by the provincial legislature, 
March, 1918, has been In operation 
during the year and has found to be 
satisfactory. The use of electricity In 
mines has been put under regulation 
by order in council and similar rules 
are being prepared governing the use 
of gasoline motors. The work of the 
mine rescue stations Is being carried 
on with great thoroughness and every 
effort Is being made by the department 
to reduce to a minimum the risks at- 
tendant on the coal mining Industry.” 


LONDON SUBSCRIPTIONS 
FOR NEW ISSUE BIGGER 
THAN PREVIOUS TOTALS 


London, June 27.—The Statist says 
that the subscriptions 1n London for 
new issues for the first half of the year 
exceed all previous totals. The amount 
is $166,280,000, compared with $161,- 
276,000 In 1918, while the highest pre- 
vious amount was $158,256,589 In 1910. 

The most money raised {in 1914 was 
for government, municipalities and 
railways, which took $122,600,000, com- 
pared with $100,000,000 in 1918 and 
$56,000,000 in 1912, There are no 
signs of the market being overstocked, 
but, on the contrary, the condition of 
the money market indicates that In- 
vestore are prepared to continue In- 
vesting freely, provided the issues are 
sufficiently attractive. 

Paris, June 27.—The new $160,000,000 
joan already has been over-subscribed 
fifteen times, although the issue price 
of $1 was only announced two days 
ago. The favorable reception of the 
loan by the public and the banks far 
exceeded the expectations of the goy- 
ernment. As the date of issue ds still 
more than a week off it is believed 
that the offers for the loan will beat 
all previous records,

Since the organization of the prov- 
inco In 1905 a fairly equal balance has 
been maintained between the urban 
the rural school population. According 
to the last returns the urban school 
population 1s slightly in ascendancy. 
From the inauguration of the province 
until last year the rural school popu- 
laivion had always been in greater than 


the urban school poulation. The 
figures for 1965 and 1912 are as follows:

Cost of Education 

The total cost to the province and 
to the school districts of all classes of 
schools under the direction of the de- 
partment averages 440.19 per year per 
pupil. Owing, however, to the fact 
that the average daily attendance {s 
much less than the total enrollment 
and to the additional fact that many 
of the schools are operated during a 
portion of the year, the annual cost 
per pupil, based on the average attend- 
ance rather than on the enrollment, {s 
found to be $96.90 per year, or 38.2 
cents per day. 

A further study of the question of 
cost has been made with a view to 
determining the cost of education In 
the various classes of schools, Thus 
it is found that the average cost per 
pupil per day’s attendance is highest 
in the city school and lowest in the 
village or town school In other words 
the average cost per pupil for each 
day in attendance is greatest in the 
very largest and In the very smallest 
schools, It appears that It is less cost- 
ly to educate # chiid in a village or 
small town schoo! than ft is In elther 
a rural or a city school.

“The rain in the southeastern part of 
Alberta was the salvaicn of the farme- 
ers In that part of the country,” de- 
clared W, J, Tregillus, president of the 
United Farmers of Alberta While the 
country was very dry, said Tregillus, 
crop Which had been put in after sim- 
mer fallow was In good condition, and 
he is positive that such land will pro- 
duce big crops. There has been anuch 
more summer fallowlng done in all 
parts of Alberta this year than ever 
before, 

Beneficent Rains. 

An inch of rain fell on Thursday tn 
the Lethbridge and Macleod districts, 
and heavy rains were also reported nt 
Calgary and Medicine Hat. With the 
exception of a small strip along the in- 
ternational boundary south of Medie 
cine Hat and Macleod the conditions 
fre now regarded as favorable for a 
splendid crop. 

The rainfall all over the northern 
and central parts of the province has 
been heavy. Much more rain than was 
needed has fallen, although before. the 
rains came the land was fairly dry and 
moisture was needed. In the present 
stage of growth the excess of moisture 
{s not likely to du much harm, and it 
dry, warm weather ensues the surplua 
mojsture. will soon be got rid of hy 
percolation and evaporation, Ino which 
case the crops should give a record 
yield. There should be .4 abundanee 
of hay and fodder crops in the north 
and central parts of the province, 
while the cereal crops are also th good 
shape.

Roth the street paving and concrete 
walks programmes for 1914 were adopt- 
ed by the city council at the special 
meeting held last night. The original 
programme outlined called for the lay- 
tng of 275,000 yards of paving. This 
was, however, subsequently revised and 
cut down to 100,000 yards, supplement- 
ed by 87,000 yards left over unflalshed 
from last year, The total that will 
therefore be carried out this season fs 
187,000 yards, 

It was moved by Alderman C aro, 
seconded by Alderman May, tna* the 
commius.oner of public works be in- 
structed to bring In a special report on 
the poasibli'ty of paving the following 
streets later in the season, in addition 
to the regular programme: 109th street, 
from Jasper north to MacKenzie ave- 
nue; 89th nvenue, from Main one block 
west; Whyte avenue, Sth street west 
to &th street; 2ist street as planned 
in original schedule; 2nd avenue east, 
White avenue to 2nd avenue ‘south, 
and 10th street subwoy. Carried. 

Alderman Clarke emphatically stat- 
ed that the programme for 1914 as 
brought down In the report of the com- 
missioner should be adopted at once. 
It was time to get busy he said, the 
matter had been held back too long 
now. There were only two and a half 
or three months left in which the work 
conld be done, Every minute further 
delny meant that much less chance of 
being able to carry out all the work 
contemplated this year, It would be 
very foolish not to do so, The money 
was here, people were clamouring for 
work and It shovld be gone ahead 
with and given them, 

Alderman Calder could not see why 
Whyte avenue should not have the 
precedont over other streets named In 
the additional list. He would there- 
fore move in amendment that the re- 
port for 1914 he referred back until the 
special report was brought down also. 
Alderman Clarke called attention to 
the fact that the spectal report need 
not be submitted to the council until 
along In July or August. By that time 
the commissioner of public works 
would be in a position to Judge bet- 
ter as to the report, when he was able 
to see how the work was progressing, 

Alderman Douglas seconded Alder- 
man Calder’s amendment which was 
lost. Alderman Clarke then moved, 
that the paving programme for 1914 
be adopted and the work proceeded 
with at once. The motion carried, 

The concrete walks were taken up 
item hy item, and finally adopted by 
unanimous vote. Alderman Clarke

NORTH DISTRICTS 


Flats at Peace River Crossing 
Flooded and Stores 
Lose Money, 


BELIEVED BUSINESS 
WILL MOVE UP HILL 


Town is Fast. Assuming Pro- 
portions of Great Coun- 
try's Metropolis, 


Travelers and settlers coming down 
from the Peace River country report 
that the north has not been immune 
from the exceptionally heavy rains 
which have characterized Central Al- 
berta during the past few weeks. The 
yoads are, for the most part, in almost 
Impassable shape, following the latest 


feluge the worst ever known, and 
bridges have been swept away in 
many district. 


At Peace River Crossing the flats 
have been, it is sald, almost flooded 
put, and the bridge across the North 
Hart river, which connects one part of 
the town with the other, is destroyed. 
Some of the business establishments, 
which have greatly tnereased this 
apring and summer, are losing thoua- 
hnds of dollars through damage by the 
peowing flood, 

It is now belleved that the business 
fection of Peace River Crossing will 
eventually move up the hill, as it ald 
{n Iidmonton and other cities which 
first were on the river flats. In fact, 
many have already purchased aites 
for businesses above the hill, espectally 
Main street, which some predict will 
Ye the future Jasper avenue of tho 
Crossing. 

There is a further reason why the 
retail sectton of Peace River Crossing 
bhould be above the flats and that is 
that the flats themselves will all be 
neoded, it ts stated, for warehouse and 
dockage property, as the Peace fs a 
navigable river for hundreds of miles 
north and west of the Crossing, where 
@ ble bend occurs and where the Smoky 
etnpties into it. 

On the west, or north, 
river, the hill fs not abrupt, but Is vir- 
tually in three great steps, and it Is 
belleved that the residential section on 
that side of the river will in time be 
aboul three miles back from the Peace, 

At the present the business is on the 
east side. 

The Crossing today shows signs of 
becoming the metropolis of a fast 
growing empire, A grading camp Is 
now within [8 miles of the town, grad-

Cathedral, Miss Wilson Com-

St. Louis, June 27—Standing on high 
a scaffold in the trancept of the new 
Catholic Cathedral with a novice’s veil 
about her face, Miss Melva Beatrice 
Wilson of New York, famous sculp- 
tress, {s carving her life's masterpiece 
as her farewell to the world. 

When she sees the work finished and 
the seven stations of the cross stand 
out In white rellef In the marble be- 
neath her hands she will renounce am- 
bition to become a nun and enter upon 
a life secluded, 

The renunciation will mean to her as 
much probably as to any woman ot 
America who has written her name 
high in the realm of art or letters. 

Besides occupying a distinguished 
place as a sculptor, she is a member 
of the National Arts Club, the Muni- 
elpal Arts Club, the Woman's Press 
Club of New York City, and other bod- 
fes, the rosters of which Include per- 
sons of note. She is the author of sev- 
eral poems and= articles on various 
subjects. 

The heroic figure of Christ in Wash- 
ington is one of her best works, and 
others are “The Volunteer,” “Polo 
Players," “The Visitation of S*. Cece- 
la" and “The Bull and the Bear.” 

“The Minute Man" in the Corcoran 
gallery !n Washington is another of 
her notable pleces of statuary. 

She !s a devout Catholic. When 
she was awarded the contract for the 
carving of the Cathedral frieze, she 
determined upon a long period of ex- 
tended study of the history of Christ. 

She announced that she would de- 
vote the remainder of her life toward 
enabling herself to incorporate in stone 
the tremendous incidents of the Sa- 
viour’s career in such a manner as. to 
convey to the observer something of 
the feeling she tried to put into it. 

She studied here and abroad, espe- 
cially in religious edifices, from writ- 
ten words and carven stone, 

Now, as she works on her scaffold,

more pronounced, 

Montreal reports little change in con- 
ditions, which is natural at this period 
but while wholesale trade in dry goods 
is quiet, retall dealings have shown 
more activity. Groceries are moy- 
{ng in fair volume and more orders are 
being received for lead, but the tron 
market {s still dull and most indus- 
trial developments are not very active. 

Hetailers at Quebec report an_ in- 
crease in sales but wholesalers note 
little change and the industrial situa- 
tion {s still quiet.
